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THE QUEEN’S PROGRESS. 

The movements of our Sovereign through her 
own dominions on her tours of health and relaxa- 
tion are matters of considerable interest, and 
naturally awaken, on the part of all her subjects, a 
desire to know the various places she may visit, to 
share in imagination the gratification she will ex- 
perience, and to derive pleasure from knowing the 
cordial greetings which everywhere await her. A 
land journey would call forth these feelings, though 
the several stages of her progress would be so well 
known as to preclude any uncertainty; and the 
various stops and changes would be as surely 
calculated as the well-regulated movements of 
the chronometer. On the present occasion our 
Queen, as becomes the Monarch of England, chooses 
the sea for her road; and the unavoidable uncer- 
tainties of such a voyage create an additional 
degree of interest, because expectation is always 
on the alert to know what each day’s events may 
be. Her Majesty is fond of these trips, and we are 
glad that she is so: they contribute largely to her 
health; they give her, what she needs, relief from 
the business and cares of royalty; they gratify 
numbers of her subjects, who, but for these visits, 
would never have an opportunity of seeing the fair 
form of their ruler; while her popularity is de- 
servedly increased by the kindness, condescension, 
and affability which invariably characterise the 
unstudied intercourse which she occasionally holds, 

Queen Elizabeth, indeed, was fond of progresses ; 
but what a contrast between the pageantry, parade, 
and stiffness which marked the pomp of her maiden 
solitude, for so, in spite of surrounding crowds, we 
must call it, and the happy journeys of Victoria, 
accompanied by the husband of her choice and 
affection, and cheered by the presence of her loved 
and lovely offspring! Every husband and wife, 
every parent, shares her feelings and sympathises 
with her; while remembering their own children, 
they can, and do, with greater sincerity and 
heartiness, pray that blessings, and happiness, and 
long life, may be the lot of her and hers. We must 
not, however, dwell upon this theme, but proceed 
to lay before our readers, which we shall do with 
great care, a detailed account of the progress of 
our Queen. 

On the evening of Wednesday, the 12th instant, 
at about six o’clock, her Majesty, Prince Albert, 
their Royal Highnesses the Prince of Wales and 
the Princess Royal, attended by their Graces the 
Duke and Duchess of Norfolk, the ladies and 
equerries in waiting, the Prince Leiningen, Earl 
Grey, their suite and attendants, left Osborne- 
house, and embarked from Trinity-wharf, East 
Cowes, in the Victoria and Albert yacht, under a 
royal salute from the guns at Cowes Castle. As 
soon as the suite and their attendants, with their 
personal baggage, had been got on board the other 
vessels, the squadron weighed and proceeded down 
towards the Needles, and were out of sight ata 
quarter before seven o'clock. 

The royal squadron consists of the Victoria and 
Albert yacht, the Fairy, the Undine, Black Eagle, 
Scourge, and Garland, ‘The latter was hitherto 
supposed to be the fastest steamer under the pen- 
nant, but was beaten during Tuesday by the Fire 
Queen, a newly-purchased iron steamer of the 
Undine class. ie Majesty’s yacht is commanded 
by Lord Adolphus Fitzclarence. 

On Wednesday evening the royal squadron 
brought up in Yarmouth roads (Isle of Wight), 
within a short distance of the shore, the other 
steamers of the squadron anchoring outside, 

Soon after daybreak on Thursday morning the 
Victoria and Albert signalled the squadron to get 
under way, with orders to the Scourge to take the 
lead. Ina short time that vessel bore up, taking 
the usual course for the Needles passage, dropping 
her colours as she passed the royal yacht. About 
five o’clock all the fleet were steaming onwards, 
the Fairy, Undine, Black Eagle, and Garland fol- 
lowing the Victoria and Albert. Before the squa- 
dron, however, had proceeded five or six miles, a 
fog came on, and it was deemed prudent to run 
into Alum-bay, near Freshwater, just under the 
Needles rocks, to the eastward. In the course of 
an hour-or so the weather somewhat cleared up, 
and the royal yacht was, again under way, and by 
nine o’clock had well cleared the rocks, and was 
steaming away at full speed to the westward, the 
Fairy and the Undine keeping up a4 position on 
either side of the Victoria and Albert, the Black 
Eagle and Garland being a short distance in the 
rear. ‘There was a smart breeze blowing up Chan- 
nel (S.W.), but comparatively little sea. _ 

Unfortunately again the weather set in hazy, 
which considerably marred the pleasantness of the 
trip. At fifteen minutes past ten a.m, the royal 
squadron was abreast the coast-guard station at 
Swanage, eastward of St. Alban’s-head. The

At daylight on Saturday morning the weather 
was rather hazy in the roads; there was a fresh 
breeze, however, and the royal squadron weighed 
anchor at half-past four. At twenty minutes past 
five the Scourge, steam-sloop, Commander Caffin, 
left harbour, and, followed by the Victoria and 
Albert, Garland, Undine, Black Eagle, and Fairy, 
in the order as given, proceeded, under royal salute, 
towards the secure and capacious haven of Milford, 
which they entered in gallant style about five 
o’clock, amidst the thunder of the cannon from the 
forts. 

At fifteen minutes past five p.m. his Royal High- 
ness Prince Albert and the Prince of Leiningen, 
who accompanies her Majesty, landed at the dock- 
yard, at Hobbs’-point, where their Royal High- 
nesses were received by Captain Superintendent Gor- 
don Falcon, Captain Danas of the packet service, 
and the principal officers of the dockyard, &c.; and 
were accompanied over the town and Government 
establishments, in viewing of which the princes 
occupied more than two hours, their Royal High- 
nesses not having returned to the Victoria and 
Albert before half-past seven o’clock. Milford 
Dockyard, it will perhaps be remembered, had 
the honour to be selected as the place at which 
to construct her Majesty’s yacht, the Victoria 
and Albert, designed by Sir William Symonds. 
The Fairy, of 312 tons, was constructed by Mr. 
Mare, of Blackwall, expressly as a tender for her 
Majesty for river navigation. She is most taste- 
fully and beautifully fitted up, and is propelled 
by screw machinery of 128-horse power, the en- 
gines being likewise of Penn’s manufacture, on 
the oscillating principle. She is termed the Queen’s 
boudoir. Looking at the whole squadron, we are 
sure no other country could possibly furnish so 
many excellent and splendid-looking vessels. 

The Prince’s reception was most enthusiastic ; 
he appeared much pleased with all he saw. The 
Queen most graciously came on the deck of the 
Victoria and Albert fora short time, to receive the 
congratulations of the numerous persons in boats 
surrounding the yacht. ‘The town of Milford was 
illuminated in the evening. 

On Sunday morning the royal squadron pro- 
ceeded on its voyage, taking a N.N.E. course for 
the Menai Straits. 

At five o’clock on Sunday evening the royal 
yacht Victoria and Albert, accompanied by the 
Black Eagle, Scourge, and Undine, reached Beau- 
maris-bay, having come round by Holyhead ; and 
at eight o’clock her Majesty, with his Royal High- 
ness Prince Albert and the royal children, boarded 
the royal yacht from the Fairy tender, which had 
conveyed them through the Menai Straits. The 
Queen’s tour through this intricate though inte- 
resting passage afforded much delight to the num- 
bers who crowded each side of the channel. 

During the forenoon divine service was performed 
inthe presence of her Majesty, her royal consort, 
the royal children, and the other illustrious and 
noble personages on board; and at twelve o’clock 
the royal fleet was abreast the south entrance of 
the Straits, when the Queen left the Victoria and 
Albert, and proceeded on board the Fairy yacht, 
accompanied by Prince Albert, the Prince of 
Wales, Princess Royal, and several members of the 
suite, for the purpose of passing through the 
Straits, the draught of water of the former royal 
vessel being too great to admit of her taking the 
channel. Sir J. H. Pelly, the deputy master of 
the Trinity Corporation, Captain Gordon, and 
others of the Trinity brethren, had preceded the 
royal squadron some hours, in order to complete 
the necessary arrangements for piloting the fleet. 
The Fairy immediately proceeded up the Straits, 
the royal standard flying at her main, followed by 
the Undine and Garland, and a small fleet of pas- 
senger steamers belonging to Carnarvon and Ban- 
gor. The booming of the heavy artillery on Car- 
narvon-pier announced to the inhabitants the 
Queen’s arrival. 

The first interesting object which seemed to ex- 
cite her Majesty’s admiration was the remarkable 
pe of Carnarvon Castle, the birthplace of the first 

rince of Wales. The vast pile of Carnarvon 
Castle stands ona rocky and clevated site in the 
N.W. quarter of the town, overlooking the Menai 
Strait on theone hand, and Snowdon and its range 
of mountains fronting it at no great distance on the 
other. Itis nearly surrounded by the sea on three 
of its sides, and a moat has in former times been 
drawn round it. The whole is surrounded by a 
wall defended at intervals by round towers. ‘The 
Eagle Tower is @ massive structure, and takes its 
name from a stone figure of an eagle which is placed 
over the gate. The other part of the building is 
chiefly in ruins. 

Caernarvon—or, more properly, Caer-yn-Arfon 
—means the fortified city in Aryon; and Aryon 
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means the district opposite to Mona or Anglesea, 
from which island this part of Wales is separated 
by the narrow strait of the Menai. As it has hap- 
pened in many other cases, the town kas been 
called into existence by the erection of the fortress 
around which it stands. Caernarvon Castle was 
erected by Edward I., immediately after the 
subjection of the principality. It is related that, 
being anxious to conciliate the affections of his 
new subjects, he brought his wife, the excellent 
Eleanor of Castile, to the castle, in order that here 
she might give birth to the child he anxiously 
hoped might prove a son. He announced to an 
assembly of their principal men that he intended 
to give them a native of their own country for their 
prince, on which, as he anticipated, they expressed 
their gratitude in warm terms, and deciared their 
readiness to yield obedience to the sovereign so 
appointed. Edward then produced his newly-born 
son, and declared him Prince of Wales, It is to 
be observed that at this time Edward had an 
elder son, Alphonso, who, had he lived, would, 
of course, have inherited the crown of England. 
He therefore did not contemplate the union of 
the two countries under one soyereign. Aphonso, 
however, died a few years after, when the Prince 
of Wales became the heir apparent to the English 
throne. Since this period the eldest son of the 
King of England has always borne the title from 
his birth. A small apartment, measuring only 
about 12 feet by 8 feet, is still shown at Caernar- 
von Castle as that in which the unfortunate Ed- 
ward II. first saw the light. It is in the Eagle 
Tower, and can only be entered by a door raised 
high above the ground, and the ascent to which 
is over a drawbridge, ‘There is a fireplace in the 
room, but it must have been in its best days but 
a dark and comfortless chamber; and it is painful 
to suppose that at such a time of suffering and 
anxiety Eleanor should have been limited to the 
accommodations of 0 miserable an abode, Let us 
hope that she oceupied the central room of the 
tower, which is large and commodious, and to 
which this may merely be regarded as a closet. 
The presenting the first Prince of Wales to the 
Welsh has been chosen by Mr, Davis as a subject 
for one of the works of art exhibited at Westmin- 
ster-hall. 

Here the Fairy halted for about ten minutes, 
and then passed through the Swillies, and on ar- 
riving at the Britannia-rock the attention of the 
royal party was drawn to the works now going on 
in the formation of the great tubular bridge over 
the Straits for the Chester and Holyhead Railway. 
Arrangements had been made for Prince Albert to 
land and inspect the operations, but, pressure of 
time preventing him, the yacht proceeded. Ar- 
riving at St. George’s-pier, the Fairy was again 
brought to, so as to enable his Royal Highness to 
minutely examine that stupendous work of art, 
the Menai-bridge. Attended by Earl Grey and 
Lord A, Fitzclarence, the Prince was rowed to the 
Caernarvonshire side, and spent some time in 
making inquiries as to the peculiarities of this 
noble structure, the history of which we will 
briefly relate. 

The state barge was again put in requisition in 
conveying Prince Albert on shore. ‘The Fairy 
being brought up, his Royal Highness, accom- 
panied by the Prince of Leiningen, Earl Grey, and 
Captain Gordon, was taken off, and, being landed, 
they took an excursion to Penryn Castle, the stately 
seat of the Ifon. Colonel Douglas Pennant, M.P. 
After carefully viewing the interior of the castle 
and beautiful grounds attached to it, which called 
forth the admiration of the illustrious visitors, the 
Prince proceeded to the slate quarries in the yicinit 
of Bangor. These they also inspected with muc 
earnestness, and the royal party re.urned to the 
yacht shortly after seven o'clock. 

During the Prince’s absence the Corporation of 
Bangor, who had followed the Fairy in a postchaise 
to Bangor, came off alongside the yacht, and pre- 
sented a congratulatory address to her Majesty. 

An incident occurred while the royal yacht was 
lying at the Garth, which gave rise to the utmost 

elight and enthusiasm amongst the loyal North 
Britons, ‘The Fairy was surrounded by boats filled 
with inhabitants from either side of the Straits, 
who were desirous of beholding and paying homage 
to their Sovereign, Her Majesty, who was on 
deck, seemed deeply gratified with the animated 
scene, and acknowledged the warm greetings of 
the spectators in the most pointed manner.

OUTLINE THE FIFTH—THE RULES AND REGULA- 
TIONS OF OUR SQUARE, 

Before going any further, it may be as well to 
givethe Rules and Regulations of Our Square, or the 
Charter, as they are called, for fear any one might 
be violating its principles unconsciously. The 
Charter was drawn up by a committee of twelve 
gentlemen, Ladies, however, were allowed to 
enter a protest against any particular rule, There 
were three dissentients—one a blue stocking, and 
the other two mothers respectively of ten and 
twelve children, who thought their cherished off- 
springs were scarcely allowed fair play. The ten- 
dency of the Charter is considered by other Squares 
to be exceedingly liberal :— 

Rule I, The annual subscription is two guineas. 

[I. No house can be allowed a key or admission, 
under any pretence whatever, without paying its 
subscription in full, 

III, ‘wo houses cannot haye one key between 
them. 

IV. Respectable dress is indispensable. Noone 
in shirt-sleeves can be admitted, or without a hat 
or a bonnet. 

V. All servants are excluded, excepting they 
are taking care of children, or following their 
mistresses, 

VI. No child under three years of age can be 
admitted without its nurse. 

VII, Families consisting of more than nine chil- 
dren must pay an additional subscription of half a 
guinea, 

VIII. The children are not to play at any game 
on the flower-beds, or walk on the borders, or roll 
upon the hedges, or climb over the railings, or 
fight, or disturb the neighbourhood with any vulgar 
noise or songs, or misbehave themselves in any 
unseemly manner. 

IX. The valuable flowers must not be picked, or 
the Coa trees and shrubs cut, removed, or in- 
jured, 

X. The equestrian statue must be protected. 
Any one found defacing it to pay for the expense 
of a new one. 

XI. Names are not to be cut on the trees, or on 
the Gothic arbour, or poetry or nonsense written, 
or caricatures drawn, on the panels. 

XII. No street music, or conjuring, or public 
exhibition, or pistol firing, or match, or wager, or 
animal, or tradesman can be ‘allowed, under any 
pretence, in the interior of the Square. 

XIII. It is hoped that nothing will be done to 
diminish the respectability of the Square; and that 
the inhabitants will always combine to prevent 
any outrage being committed which is likely to 
lower the neighbourhood. 

XIV. The Beadle has full power and authority 
to carry into execution any of the above rules and 
regulations, and in his absence the Gardener has 
the like power and authority vested in him. 

XV. The Square is under the especial protection 
of the police during the night.

OUTLINE THE SIXTH—THE ARCHITECTURE AND 
TOPOGRAPHY OF OUR SQUARE. 


ERSONS, on looking 
round Our Square, 
would imagine that it 
had been built by four 
different architects, and 
they would not be very 
far wrong. The four 
sides have been built at 
four different times, 
First the north side 
reared its haughty 
head. ‘The first colo- 
nists of Our Square 
were ambitious people—they dwelt in marble halls. 
This was no operatic dream of theirs, but an 
actual Carrara reality. They were people stand- 
ing high in the world, and they wanted habita- 
tions in proportion to their height. No common 
red-faced, staring row of brick houses, blushing 
crimson deep for their utter plainness, would do 
for them, ‘They must have the best Portland 
stone; floors, too, that would take in two ordi- 
nary stories; and rooms expansive enough for a 
review, The consequence is, the mansions on the 
North side seem lost, stolen, or strayed from Bel- 


a 
ae 
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gravia. They stand full two garrets above the 
other sides, Their fine Corinthian pillars—their 
rich, lofty windows—and the very smoothness of 
their faces, as if they shaved regularly every 
morning—look yery aristocratic, but at the same 
time very cold, exclusive, and unhappy. They 
look too clean; there is not a speck of dirt on 
their beautiful stone fronts. In short, they do 
not seem indigenous to the spot. They have 
equally the effect the Lord Mayor's carriage would 
have in the New-cut, or Count D’Orsay in the 
middle of a group of Bosjesmen, 

The second side was not so lofty in its views 
when it first rose in the world. It put up with stucco 
instead of real stone. It is true it has Corinthian 
pillars also, but they do not carry themselves 
so high. The windows, too, are of a much smaller 
frame; and the height of the houses considerably 
under that of the opposite side. Something has 
stopped their full growth, or perhaps the architect 
had directions to take their measure “one size 
less’’ than the houses which had sprung up, like 
so many elder brothers, before them. It is very 
probable that the second side attempted originally 
to rival its grand vis-d-vis, but, failing in the 
attempt, has shrunk down to its present dimen- 
sions. It is the Bull and the Frog told again 
in bricks—only the latter has not burst its ar- 
chitectural sides yet with envy. 

The exterior of the houses on the second 
side presents an assemblage of colours as varied 
as a tailor’s pattern-book. Some houses put 
on a clean front once a twelvyemonth; others 
will remain dirty for years. Sometimes you 
will see an exterior beautifully white placed 
between two houses of the richest London 
smoke colour. No. 20 paints its stucco of a 
light stone; No. 21 adorns itself with a dress 
suit of yellow, the deep tint of which must 
have been borrowed from a charity-boy’s 
trousers ; whilst No, 22 puts on a body-coat 
of a Quaker’s drab; and so on from the one 
end to the other. It is the principle of Har- 
lequin’s jacket applied to buildings. The three 
houses in the centre, which support the grand 
pediment, with a few gods and goddesses doing 
the Grecian statues inside it, and which, if 
it were not for the three doors, might pass for 
one magnificent mansion, carry this eccen- 
tricity to a most glaring extent. It is rarely 
the three proprietors will paint at the same 
time, or will decide upon the same colour. 
The consequence is each pillar is of a dif- 
ferent complexion to its next-door neighbour, 
and the splitting of the one house into three is 
made all the more conspicuous. Sometimes the 
three proprietors, knowing the line must be drawn 
somewhere, will have it drawn right down the 
centre, and then the three houses look like the 
old Raphaels, half black, half white, which are 
hung out in Wardour-street as specimens of skilful 
renovation in pictorial antiquities. It is a pity the 
entire row will not be unanimous as to the precise 
colour of the uniform the houses ought to wear. 
As it is, each house being particular to its own shade, 
the series is not unlike a pack of cards, all of the 
same size, but almost every alternate one of a dif- 
ferent colour. 

The third side is of a contented disposition. Its 
architecture is the humblest brick and mortar, en- 
livened here and there with a few touches of stone. 
‘The livery ofits houses may be called vermilion with 
white facings, turned up at the edges with black and 
yellow.

‘Ihe rev. gentle- 
man was seated between two well-dressed females, 
who suddenly recognised their father as the vehicle 
passed Wellington-street, and which they immediately 
left to join him. 

REMARKABLE SuicipE or A Youtu.—On Tuesday 
Mr. William Carter, the coroner, held an inquest at 
the Hogs, Broadwall, Blackfriars-road, concerning the 
death of George Freeman, aged 20, who committed 
suicide under very remarkable circumstances. Henry 
Bridges, of No, 2, Angel-place, Broadwall, deposed 
that the deceased was in the employ of Mr. White, a 
carpenter. The deceased worked with witness, who 
always found deceased of a close and dull disposition, 
He (deceased) was generally in trouble about his work, 
which by some means he invariably spoiled. He en- 
deayoured to make his work properly, but, in conse- 
quence of something on his mind, he would often say, 
when he had done a job, that he would drown himself, 
for everything went against him. On Sunday after- 
noon witness saw the deceased go to the loft, as was 
supposed, to feed some pigeons, and therefore did not 
take any particular notice of the deceased. entering 
the place. At an early hour on Monday witness pro- 
ceeded to the loft to work, and, on opening the door, 


discovered the deceased suspended bya rope to a beam

arrived, when he was cut down. A surgeon was called, 
but life had been extinct for several hours. The de- 
ceased had placed a ladder against the window, and, 
having got his head in the rope, jumped off and was 
suffocated. Mr. White, the master, said the deceased, 
in his opinion, had committed suicide owing to his in- 
ability to perform his work properly. The coroner 
said the case was a very remarkable one, and clearly 
proved the deceased was unable to bear up against his 
misfortunes. The jury returned a verdict of ‘'Tem- 
porary insanity.” 

Fata ACCIDENT.—An inquest was held on Tuesday 
in Westminster Hospital, before Mr. Bedford, on the 
body of Rebecca Gray, aged three years, daughter of Ser- 
geant Gray, of the 66th Regt. It appeared from the 
evidence of Samuel Wisker, a soldier, and other wit- 
nesses, that on Saturday afternoon the deceased was 
playing in the Birdcage-walk, and, whilst crossing 
from the enclosure to the Queen-square gate, a car- 
riage and pair of horses passed at a rapid pace, when 
one of the horses struck the deceased, and the 
wheel passed over her head. The child was taken to 
Westminster Hospital, but died in a few hours. The 
driver, though told of the accident, continued on at 
the same rate till stopped by a cabman and given into 
custody, and he gave the name of John Tierney, and 
said he was in the employment of Mr. Bryant, livery- 
stable-keeper, of Pimlico. The jury returned a ver- 
dict of ‘‘ Manslaughter”? against John Tierney. 

Ligutnina.—Caution.—On Monday evening Is- 
lington was visited by a storm, with thunder, when 
Mr. Spencer T. Hall, who sat reading on a chair, the 
seating of which was bound with a thick brass wire, 
was caught by the lightning. Fortunately, however, 
it did no harm beyond giving him a slight shock, and 
scorching that portion of his thigh in proximity to the 
metal. ‘This should be a warning to those in the 
habit of sitting on chairs or sofas thus constructed 
whilst lightning is so prevalent and active. 

Dreaprut AccipENtT.—On Tuesday morning, Anne 
Walker, servant at Mr. Henderson’s, No. 11, Ossulston- 
place, Somers-town, fell from the second-floor window, 
where she was engaged cleaning the windows, on to 
the area railings, the spikes of which passed through 
her thighs. Several persons ran to her assistance and 
lifted her off. A surgeon was instantly in attendance, 
and found that, in addition to the wounds caused by 
the spikes, several ribs were broken. 

ATTEMPTED MurpErR AND Svuicipr.—No little 
excitement was caused in the City on Saturday by a 
most daring attempt at murder and suicide, the details 
of which are as follows :—Mr. G. Crawley, a respectable 
wine-merchant of Mark-lane, had put an execution 
into the house of a man named John Ovenstone, an 
upholsterer in Great Titchfield. street, Marylebone, by 
which act the latter was made exasperated, and between 
three and four o’clock on Saturday afternoon he went 
to Mr. Crawley’s offices, and after a few words dis- 
charged the contents of a loaded pistol at him. A cry 
of ‘* Murder!’’ was raised, and the unfortunate man 
was conveyed to a surgeon’s, where it was found that 
the ball had entered his cheek and had torn away a 
portion of the roof of his mouth. In the mean time 
Mr. Crawley’s clerk locked the assassin in the office, 
and he had scarcely done so before a second report of 
firearms was heard, and, the door being opened, Oven- 
stone was found sitting in a chair with a couple of pistols 
near him and astream of blood flowing down his face. 
He had lodged a ball in his own head just above the 
left temple. A written statement was found in his 
coat-pocket, giving a full explanation of the circum- 
stances which had led to the perpetration of this 
double crime, in which he expressed himself tired of 
the world, and, after detailing his misfortunes, inti- 
mated his desire to die. Mr. Crawley was subse- 
quently removed to St. Thomas’s Hospital, and his 
assailant to Guy’s. From inquiries made on Wednes- 
day we learned that Ovenstone had passed a very rest 
less night, and during the latter part of that day his 
mind appeared to be wandering. His wounds are fast 
healing, but he seems to betray considerable excite- 
ment at his position. The answer to inquiries at St. 
Thomas’s Hospital respecting Mr. Crawley was that 
he was progressing favourably, and it was expected he 
would leave the institution at the latter part of the 
week. 

DreaTH FROM A BLow or A Quort.—Wednesday 
Mr. Wakley, M.P., held an inquest in the University 
College Hospital, on the body of Joseph James Wat- 
kins, aged 47, It appeared that the deceased and his 
brother, with others, were engaged at a game of quoits, 
in the grounds of the Brecknock Arms, when, as the 
deceased was stooping to pick up a quoit, one of the 
players threw his quoit, which struck deceased on the 
head, inflicting such injuries that he had to be re- 
moved to the hospital, where, after suffering great 
agony for several days, he died from the effects of the 
injuries, Verdict, ‘ Accidental death,” 

DEATH OF A Souiciron rroM Reversy or For- 
TUNE.—On Tuesday Mr. W. Payne held an inquest at 
the St. George’s Tavern, Lambeth-road, on the body 
of Robert Oliver Gill, aged 78, a nephew of the late 
Mr. Astley, of Astley’s Amphitheatre, and who for- 
merly carriedon an extensive business as an attorney 
and solicitor, but some years since he became so re- 
versed in fortune, from losses and other circumstances, 
that he was compelled to dispose of all his property, 
which had been considerable, and this, it was sup- 
posed, preying on his mind, he took to drinking, and 
for the last few years of his life had been entirely sup- 
ported by his aged sister, Miss Gill, and other rela- 
tives. He resided for the last nine years at 21, Lam- 
beth-road, and was well known in the neighbourhood 
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ment of their affairs) having followed them here, and 
received information of their whereabouts, lost no time 
in proceeding to their temporary quarters, where they 
found them snugly located. We are not aware that 
any of the fugitives were actually taken into custody, 
but it is said they were forced mto compliance with 
certain terms by choice. They agreed to make resti- 
tution to the extent of from £2000 to £3000. 'The 
amount they carried offis understood to be something 
considerable. ‘The runaways, who brought their 
families over with them, have since sailed for the 
United States; their wives and children remain, and 
are to be sent back to their own country. An applica- 
tion was made to the head constable in connection 
with the matter, but he stated that it was a case in 
which he could not interfere.— Liverpool Mercury. 

FataL OccuRRENCE IN THE ClyprE.—The L£din- 
burgh Advertiser of Tuesday says :—‘ We are sorry 
to have to state that four lives were lost yesterday in 
the western metropolis. Two of them, both men, 
were drowned by the upsetting of a boat in the river, 
and the other two consisted of a man and boy, who 
were accidentally killed by one of the trains on the 
Greenock Railway. We understand, however, that 
in neither case was the misfortune to be taken in con- 
nection with the visit of the Queen.’ 

ATTEMPT AT SUICIDE.—On Tuesday last, an act of 
suicide was attempted by a lady living at Little Pill, 
in the Parish of Bishop’s Tawton, Devonshire—a 
Miss Gartstin, daughter of a clergyman in Aberdeen- 
shire. It appears that she had come to this neighbour- 
hood some few weeks ago, accompanied by her brother, 
a captain in the army, who has since left to join his 
regiment. She continued in good health and spirits, 
and nothing particular was observed in her manner up 
to the occurrence of the sad event. She got up as 
usual on Tuesday morning, but being a very long time 
at her breakfast her hostess went into her room, and 
was terrified at finding Miss Gartstin lying on the 
sofa, with her throat eat and the blood flowing 
copiously from the wound, which she was tearing open 
with her hands. Assistatice was instantly procured, 
when it was found that, though the wound was a very 
large one, extending across the throat, no principal 
vessel had been severed; the hemorrhage was stayed, 
and the throat sewn up and dressed, and it is hoped 
that her life may be spared. The instrument with 
which the wound was inflicted was a common table- 
knife. No causé is assigned for the rash attempt; but 
the deranged state of the unfortunate lady’s mind was 
sufficiently betrayed by the incoherent replies which 
she gave to the questions of her medical attendants. 
She is about forty years of age. 

EXTRAORDINARY Casp oF Surcrpr. — Monday 
morning an inquest was held at the Old Swan public- 
house, Long Millgate, Manchester, on the body of 
William Kelly, aged about 56 years, who was found 
dead in bed in a room inthe house of John Lewis, 
lodging-house keeper, ‘Todd-street, Shudehill, on the 
previous evening. The evidence went to show that, 
deceased had reached the house of Mr. Lewis on 
Friday night, where he slept and remained over the 
Saturday night. On Sunday morning he did not get 
up, but had a pint of beer sent tohim. Afterwards he 
was discovered asleep, and in the evening quite dead. 
An enipty vial was found in ‘the room, marked 
“« Laudanum—poison.”’ Hvidetice having been heard, 
the jury retarned a verdict to the effect that the de- 
ceased, William Kelly, died from landanum ad- 
ministered by himself while labouring under temporary 
insanity. ‘The history of the latter days of the de- 
ceased is avery melancholy one, Although reduced 
so far as to occupy the humble siteation of a railway 
menial, it is mot more than fourteen years since he 
held a commission as captain in the 7th Dragoon 
Guards. Captain Kelly retired at that period on half- 
pay, which he continued to enjoy for some years. It 
appears, however, that, either from extravagance, the 
increasing expenditure of a large family, or both com- 
bined, he was compelled to sell his half-pay about 
eight years ago, and ever since that period his pecu- 
hiary condition has been progressively detcriorating, 
and his family, deprived of any source of regular 
income, have suffered great privations, and been 
much beholden to the kindness and sympathy 
of friends for the means of support. He had 
been about eight months in the service of the 
Leeds Company, for which he was mainly indebted 
to the exertions of a few old military friends. He was 
employed as watchman, and, being one night found 
asleep, he was discharged, ‘his seems to have been 
regarded by him as the climax in his career of mis- 
fortune, and he formed the terrible resolution of 
cutting short his days of suffering and anguish by 
committing suicide. For the purpose of more surely 
and uinterruptedly accomplishing his object, he left 
his family on Friday and took up his abode in the 
house of a stranger. We understand that he actually 
wrote three letters on Saturday—one of them to his 
family ; and itis remarkable that, although he intimated 
his resolution to make away with himself, and re- 
quested that they would come and claimehis remains, 
he omitted to give any address, ‘The feelings of his 
older children may be easily concived—going from 
place to place oyer the town, in order to hear tidings 
of any one having committed suicide in a lodging- 
house. In this, at any time most hopeless search, 
they had the assistance of the police; in the present 
instance, at any time during Sunday, it was premature, 
as nothing unusual was noticed in his conduct during 
his stay at Lewis’s house; and it was not till after 
nine o'clock in the evening that his death was dis- 
covered, We need not say that the melancholy event 
has plunged his widow and family, who reside in Sal-

One of the suf- 
ferers, named Matthew Gomersall, aged 34, who was

leaving a wife and three children,—About twelve 
o’clock on Monday, and withiu 100 yards of the scene 
of the above fatal catastrophe, another serious acci- 
dent oceurred, but fortunately no lives were lost.

When, afterwards, in-

They were so much ashamed of 
their poverty that no one would go out with the 
money, till Sir Patrick himself at last undertook 
this troublesome little duty, observing, philo- 
sophically, ‘‘ We can give no more than all we 
have.” Their want of money often obliged them 


to pawn the small quantity of plate which they had 
brought from Scotland; but they were ultimately 
able to take it all back with them, leaving no debt 
in the country of their exile. 
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BORDER FOR LADYS’ NIGHTCAP. 


When the Prince of Orange formed the resolution 
of coming to England, Sir Patrick Hume entered 
warmly into his views, and, by a letter which he 
addressed to the Scottish Presbyterians, was in no 
small degree instrumental in gaining for him the 
friendship of that party. He accompanied the 
expedition, shared its difficulties, and never left 
the prince's side till he was established in London. 
High honours, proportioned to his valuable ser- 
vices and yenerated character, now opened upon 
Sir Patrick. His attainder was reversed, his lands 
restored, and himself soon. after created a peer, by 
the title of Lord Polwarth, and invested with the 
high office of Lord Chancellor. When all was 
settled, the younger part of the family were sent 
home under the care of a friend, while Lady Hume 
and Grizel came over with the Princess of Orange. 
The princess, now queen, wished to retain Grizel 
near her person as one of her maids of honour; 
but, though well qualified for the envied situation, 
this simple-hearted girl had the magnanimity to 
decline the appointment, and preferred returning 
with her friends to Scotland—to the scenes and 
innocent affections of her childhood.

AMERICA, 

The last advices from America add little or nothing 
to what we previously knew respecting the war with 
Mexico. General Scott was still inactive, because, 
according to some accounts, he wished to wait the 
result of Mr. Trist’s pacific mission; according to 
others, because he was too weak to advance. The 
latter is the more probable. Were he strong enough 
to take possession of the capital, he would know that 
such an event would be likely to hasten the signing 
of a treaty of peace. Meanwhile Mr. Polk is getting 
heartily sick of his war, and would gladly put an end 
to itifhe knewhow, It is unpopular, too, with the 
people. The emigrant fever, as it is called, is making 
fearful ravages in Canada. A Montreal paper of the 
24th of July says that during the previous week the 
deaths amounted to 275, while, during the correspond- 
ing period last year, they did not exceed 60. There 
were 1712 sick in the emigrant sheds, and 32 deaths 
had taken place in the last twenty-four hours. The 
Canadian Parliament had been adjourned, after re- 
pealing all differential duties, and voting an address 
to the Crown for the repeal of the navigation laws, so 
far as they bear upon that colony.

FRANCE. 

The trial of the Viscount d’Ecquevilley terminated 
on Saturday evening. He was found guilty of perjury, 
and sentenced to ten years’ reclusion. Reclusion is, 
according to the French definition, “an afflictive and’ 
infamous punishment,” which consists in imprison- 
ment in a common gaol, where the prisoner is kept in 
the interior of the establishment to such labour as may 
be determined by its regulations. 

The Prince de Joinville arrived at Paris on Sunday 
evening by the Orleans Railroad. The Courrier Fran- 
gais states that the Prince laboured under severe dy- 
sentery. Private letters state that his Royal High- 
ness appeared tolerably well, but was understood to 
suffer from an affection of the liver. 

The Courrier Francais announces that a funeral 
service was celebrated in the church of St. Nicolas des 
Champs, on the 15th inst., Napoleon’s birthday, for 
the repose of the souls of the 19,000 French prisoners, 
out of 20,000, who died of hunger and misery in the 
island of Cabrera during the war with Spain. The 
service had been ordered by some of the survivors 
residing in the departments of the Seine and Scine et 
Oise. 

The Echo Agricole says that the harvest had been 
gathered throughout the east and south of France, 
and that it would require another week to be com- 
pleted in the west and north, where the rain had oc- 
casioned some delay. ‘Our accounts from every 
quarter,’”’ says the Fého, ‘‘concur in describing the 
crops as abundant, and, including the rye and other 
inferior grain, which had almost totally failed last 
year, our farmers will be able to sell for the home con- 
sumption nearly double what they sold in 1846.” The 
fall in the price of wheat, in all the markets adjoining 
Paris, was felt in that capital on Monday, where a 
corresponding diminution took place. 

Potson1nG IN FRANCE.—An elderly man, named 
Descombes, and his son-in-law Couturier, were re- 
cently indicted before the Court of Assizes of the Ain, 
for having poisoned Marguerite Descombes, daughter 
of the former prisoner. The deceased, being of weak 
intellect, and unable to work, was a burden on the 
two prisoners and the wife of Couturier, her sister, all 
all of whom were in a state of great poverty. One 
day in March last the two men went to a notary, and 
asked him if the deceased could not transfer to them 
her share in a house and a small parcel of land which 
she possessed in common with her sister. The notary 
answered in the negative, on account of her state of 
mind. Sometime afterwards the wife of Couturier 
prepared a supper, consisting of soup, for all four, 
and she partook of it in company with her husband 
and father. She then went away, leaving the two 
men alone in the room. Sometime after the sister 
came home from church, took the soup, and, in com- 
pliance with Couturier’s request, drank rather more 
than usual. Shortly after she began to vomit, but 
Couturier would not allow his wife to approach her. 
He gave her wine and tea, which caused her violent 
pains and vomitings. ‘Whilst this was going on her 
father came to her bedside, and the deceased, throwing 
her arms round his neck, begged him to remain, but 
he refused. As he was leaving the house, he said to’ 
a neighbour, ‘‘ My daughter is very ill; if I do not see 
her again alive, may God take her.” All the next 
day and night she continued to suffer cruelly, especially 
whenever Couturier, who scarcely quitted her, gave 
her anything to drink, though she was relieve by 
what her sister gave her. At last she died in great 
agony, and on her body being open@d a large quantity 
of arsenic was found. There was no doubt she had

Stow mentions, in his « Annals,’’ that ‘on the 
18thof June, 1586, Henry Elks, clearke and bachelor 
of art, was drawn to Tibourne and then hanged, 
bowelled, and quartered, for counterfeiting the 
Queen’s sign manual to the presentation of the 
parsonage of AJ] Saints, in Hastings.” 

St. Clement’s (known by the name of the lower 
church) is situated on the west side of the town, 
immediately behind the 'lown-hall, standing in a 
very confined situation; it is of greater length but 
not so lofty as All Saints’, 

Like the former, it contains a nave, chancel, and 
two aisles, By the side of the communion-table 
there is on the left a painting of Moses, and on the 
right one of Aaron, ‘The ceiling of the chancel has 
at the corner the figures of Faith, Hope, Charity, 
and Fortitude, 

In the centre of Pelham-crescent stands St, 
Mary’s Chapel, the first stone of which was laid 
by the Countess of Chichester in 1825, and on the 
28th of January, 1828, it was consecrated by the 
Bishop of Chichester. It is a capacious building, 
calculated to contain upwards of 1500 persons. 

Hastings has of late years been very much im- 
proved, and buildings have been erected in a style 
suitable to the rank and circumstances of its nu- 
merous visitors—Pelham-place, the Crescent, the 
Bazaar, Wellington-square, and numerous lodging- 
houses near the sea. ‘The Pelham Baths are well 
fitted up with hot, cold, vapour, and shower baths, 
with every convenience for their use; and nu- 
merous bathing-machines are in constant attend- 
ance on the beach. There are good libraries ; 
assemblies and concerts take place during the sea- 
son; asmall theatre has been erected; and races, 
which have been highly patronised, are held an- 
nually in September. ‘The hotels are numerous, 
well situated, replete with every comfort, have a 
plentifully-supplied table, good Wines, at, what is 
worthy of consideration, reasonable charges, 
Hackney coaches, flys, horses, donkeys abound, 
affording every facility to those who wish to visit 
the numerous objects of the neighbourhood, some 
of which we will enumerate—Fairlight, Bulver- 
hythe, Pevensey Castle, Hurstmanceaux Castle, 
Crowhurst, Battle Abbey, Ashburnham, Bodiam 
Abbey, &c., all of historic interest. Few towns, 
we believe, can mention so many spots so well 
worthy of being seen. 

We must not quit Hastings without a few words 


about its neighbour, St. Leonard’s. A short ride 


or walk of about a mile and a half due west, or a 
boat, when the tid 


: e is favourable, will bring you 
to this rising town. 

Near to it is a piece of rock which has been 
romantically named the Conqucror’s table, from a 
tradition that William dined upon it after his 
landing. Unfortunately for the lovers of romance, 
there is no truth in the report. 

St. Leonard’s, being more open to Pevensey- 
bay and Beachey-head, has a much keener air than 
Hastings, and is, therefore, better suited than the 
warmer parts of that town as a summer residence ; 
but in winter, from its cold, is not so desirable. 
The range of buildings which has been fancifully 
named Marina is of yery varied architecture, with 
long and low piazzas in front of the basements, 
The esplanade is surpassed by few in beauty. It 
is close to the sea, well faced with stone, and orna- 
mented with grass plat and flower-beds, Bathing- 
machines and pleasure-boats are numerous, and a 
subscription band plays on the terrace during the 
season. Frequent balls are held in the assembly- 
rooms. The room devoted to dancing is spacious 
and very handsome; it has a receding gallery for 
music over the yestibule, a coved ceiling with 
medallions, and a fresco border, with neat glass 
chandeliers, This room forms the centre of the 
building ; one wing is used for billiards, the other 
18 a card-room. ‘The portico is supported by Doric 
pillars. A species of rivalry exists between the 
two places, which would be’ far better laid aside, 
but which, we suppose, is almost unavoidable 
when a newly-built town puts itself into open 
competition with an older and long-established 
favourite. We wish success to both.
